After two stormy sessions devoted 
almost entirely to the discussion of the 
relation of publicity to ethics the Ful- 
ton County Medical society has decid- 
ed to have a committee revise the pres- 
ent rules. The by-laws as they now 
stavd de not allow of the appearance 
of any member's name in the public 
prints.in any connection related to his 
profession. 

The issue was brought squarely be- 
fore the society at a meeting some 
weeks ago when the board of censors 
read a list of names of doctors whose 
names had appeared in newspapers, in 
violation of the by-laws. This censor 
brought a storm of protest but no defi- 
nite decision was reached. 

At the next gathering the matter 
was promptly brought on the floor 
again and a fight was waged to change 
the oli order. Led by Dr. Stewart 
Roberts, former president of the so- 
ciety, and Dr. Russell Oppenheimer, 
dean of the Emory university medi- 
cal sehool, the “liberals” contended 
that a certain amount of publicity is 
beneficial for the profession and for 
the public. Certain deserving doctors 
have been hampered in their road to 
success by the fact that their accom- 
plishments have been kept from the 
public. it was said. 

After much argument on both sides 
the committee for revision was agreed 
upon and the meeting came to an end. 
The “liberals” after the meeting indi- 
cated their confidence that a victory 
will pe won by the new rules when 
they are gresented to the body,

At the meeting of Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs held Thursday 
at Brookhaven, the Capital City Coun- 
try club, and presided over by Mrs.

Reference to other members shall be 
as impersonal as possible; 4—Debate 
shall be limited to two minutes to a 
speaker, unless otherwise ordered ; 5— 
All main motions and resolutions shall 
be written and signed by the mem- 
ber offering same and sent to the re- 
cording secretary's desk, likewise im- 
portant corrections to the minutes; 
6—No motion shall be put until it is 
seconded. but second need not be re- 
corded, It shall be stated by the prest- 
dent before being voted on. Both 
aves and noes shall be called for, and 
the result announced by the chair; 
7—When a main motion is under con- 
sideration no motion shall be received 
unless to lay upon the table, to post- 
pone, to a time specified, to postpone 
indefintely, to commit, to amend, 
Said motions shall rank in foregoing 
order. A substitute shall be treated as 
an amendment. All debatable except 
to lay on the table. Questions of per- 
sonal privilege are in order when the 
floor may be obtained by one holding 
the floor yielding.
